"No one," 
the chairman said, "can justify

mide drugs which hav e become so 
popular in the treatm ent of gen­ 
eral infections during the last 
eight years. 
For many years men tried to 
find the chemical which could be 
put in the body and which would 
kill germs without injuring the tis­ 
sues. The first of these ev er to be 
perfected was quinine. Then came 
the famous "magic bullet” of Ehr- 
lich. But these all were used in 
parasitical diseases. The infecting 
germ was an animal and nothing 
v aluable was discov ered for eases 
where the germ is, as is mostly the 
case, a v egetable until 1932. 


Prontosil Announced 


Then a German, Domagk at the 
I. G. Farbenindustrie, announced a 
drug called prontosil which would 
kill streptococcic septicemia in 
mice. Domagk receiv ed the Nobel 
Prize in medicine in 1938, but it is 
ev ident that the Germans were try­ 
ing tome shenanigan because they 
apparently intended to keep the 
chemical structure of prontosil 
secret, and it was the French who 
not only worked out what the 
chemical formula was, but also im- 
prov ed on it so that it was a crys­ 
talline product known as sulfanil­ 
amide. 
There it no doubt that the drug 
performs practical miracles. Be­ 
ginning with streptococcic infec­ 
tions, it has been used in pneumo­ 
nia and a great many bacterial 
diseases, and while it has some 
disagreeable toxic effects, it still 
does nearly ev erything that has 
been claimed for it. 
Since its introduction eulfanila- 
mide ha* been modified, trying to 
get compounds that are less toxic 
to the human being and more 
lethal to a germ, so that now we 
hav e sulfapyradine, sulfathiazole, 
sulfadiazine and sulfaguanidine. 
Each time one of these drugs is an­ 
nounced. it is tried out with the 
enthuaiasm which belongs to the 


medical 
profession 
and 
is 
ac­ 
claimed as the best. 


Toxic N ature of Drug s 


We hav e come to understand the 
toxic nature of these drug* a little 
better and it would be wise to al­ 
low for them. I hav e a notion that 
a great many doctors are afraid to 
adv ise a patient not to take one of 
them because there is so much 
popular prejudice in fav or of them 
and he is afraid he will lose out. 
But this is unfair to your patient 
because with a mild disease that is 
going to last only three or four 
days, tha use of a drug which can 
possibly cause rather sev ere poi­ 
soning is injudicious, whereas if 
the patient has a serious, possibly 
fatal disease, it is justifiable to use 
any drug that has any hope of 
checking the disease. 


Another feature of the use of 
the sulfonamide drugs that has 
come to grief ii their application 
on a local wound surface. It has 
been found in such things as bums, 
for instance, that the actual action 
of the sulfonamide drug is to stop 
the growth factor both of germs 
and cells, and while it may kill off 
all the germs on a wound, it also 
stops the rapidity of wound heal- 
ing. 
This was recently demon­ 
strated once more in the sev ers 
burns that occurred among en­ 
listed men and officers at Pearl 
Harbor.

N. M.:—Will you please adv ise 
in your column whether a nursing 
mother can follow a reducing diet 
such as your Lenten diet?

popular in the treatm ent of gen­ 
eral infections during the last 
eight years. 
For many years men tried to 
find the chemical which could be 
put in the body and which would 
kill germ s without injuring the tis­ 
sues. The first of these ever to be 
perfected was quinine. Then came 
the fam ous “magic bullet” of Ehr- 
lich. But these all were used in 
parasitical diseases. The infecting 
germ was an animal and nothing 
valuable was discovered for eases 
where the germ is, as is mostly the 
case, a vegetable until 1932. 
Prontosil Announced 


Then a German, Domagk a t the 
I. G. Farbenindustne, announced a 
drug called prontosil which would 
kill streptococcic septicem ia in 
mice. Domagk received the Nobel 
Prize in medicine rn 1938, but it is 
evident th at the Germans were try ­ 
ing some shenanigan because they 
apparently intended to keep the 
chemical structure of prontosil 
secret, and it was the French who 
not only worked out w hat tha 
chemical form ula was, but also im­ 
proved on it so th a t it was a crys­ 
talline product known aa sulfanil­ 
amide. 
There it no doubt th a t the drug 
perform s practical miracles. Be­ 
ginning with streptococcic infec­ 
tions, it has been used in pneumo­ 
nia and a great many bacterial 
diseases, and while it has some 
disagreeable toxic effects, it still 
does nearly everything th a t has 
been claimed for it. 
Since its introduction sulfanila­ 
mide h at been modified, trying to 
get compounds th at are lees toxic 
to tha human being and more 
lethal to a germ , to th at now we 
have lulfapyradm e, sulfathiazole, 
sulfadiazine and sulfaguanidine. 
Each tim* one of these drugs is an­ 
nounced. it is tried out with the 
enthusiasm which belongs to the

Toxic N ature of Drug* 


We have come to understand the 
toxic nature of these drug* a little 
better and it would be wise to al­ 
low for them. I have a notion th a t 
a great many doctors are afraid to 
advise a patient not to take one of 
them because there is so much 
popular prejudice rn favor of them 
and he is afraid he will lose out. 
But this is unfair to your patient 
because with a mild diseasa th at is 
going to last only three or four 
days, the use of a drug which can 
possibly cause rath er severe poi­ 
soning is injudicious, whereas if 
the patient has a serioue, possibly 
fatal disease, it is justifiable to use 
any drug th a t has any hope of 
checking the disease. 


Another feature of the use of 
the eulfonamide drugs th a t has 
come to grief is their application 
on a local wound surface. It has 
been found in such things as bum s, 
for instance, that the actual action 
of the sulfonamide drug is to stop 
the growth factor both of germs 
and cells, and while it may kill off 
all the germs on a wound, it also 
stops the rapidity of wound heal­ 
ing. 
This was recently demon­ 
strated once more in the severe 
burns th at occurred among en­ 
listed men and officers at Pearl 
H arbor. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
N. M .:— Will you please advise 
in your column whether a nursing 
m other can follow a reducing diet 
such as your Lenten diet? I am 
very healthy, but find I am gaining 
too much weight while nursing the 
baby. 
A nsw er: lf a nursing mother is 
overweight, a reducing diet is very 
much in order because th a t is a 
particularly likely period for ex­ 
cessive overweight to be put on 
which is hard to remove later.
